The board of directors of the 
Yorba Linda County Water 
District has approved the annexa- 
tion of a 5.58 acre tract of land in the 
easterly portion of the City of Yorba 
Linda to the district in order to 
provide water and sewage service to 
the area. 

Ralph Shook the water district’s 
general manager, said Sant 
Construction Company plans to 
build 12 homes on the tract located 
east of Amberdale on Fairmont 
Boulevard. 

The districi’s board of directors 
authorized Sant Construction ot seek 
approval of the Local Agency 
Formation Commission (LAFC). 
LAFC approval was conditioned 
upon annexation to the City of Yorba 
Linda. 

After over one year of delays the 
city recently completed the annexa- 
tion and the district is completing its 
annexation so that water and 
sanitary sewer service can be 
provided to the development. 


Water Co. Will 
Ask31.3% Hike 


The Southern California Water 
Company, which services the 
Placentia and Yorba Linda areas, is 
seeking an immediate rate increase 
of 20.1 per cent with additional 
annual increases of 2.8 per cent in 
each of the years of 1976, 1977, 1978 
and 1979. 

The application for the increase is 
being made by the utility company to 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
the State of California. 

The information was expected to 
be received and filed by the 
Placentia City Council Tuesday 
night. 

Water is the one utility that does 
not bear a S per cent utility tax 
imposed by Placentia for use in its 
capital investments. 

The increase, if received, would 
be applicable to all or portions of the 
cities of Cypress, Garden Grove, La 
Palma, Los Alamitos, Placentia, 
Saata Ana, Seal Beach, Stanton and 
Yorba Linda and vicinity, Orange 
County. 


Launch Census 


Taking of the 1976 census in 
Yorba Linda as part of the 
countywide special census will bégin 
this week. The state appointed 
supervisor, Christine Ratterree, has 
been assigned to this city. 

Testing of all applicants will be 
conducted on Thursday, January 8. 
Training classes will be conducted 
Starting Friday, January 9 and 
continuing until the following 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Actual counting may begin as 
early as Saturday, January 10 and 
continue for approximately two 
weeks. However, in the event of 
inclement weather or insufficient 
enumerators, the counting may 
continue for an extra week or more. 

Two copies of a printout of the 
results of the census will be mailed 
to the city within 30 to 60 days. 
Further cross-tabulations may be 
done through the county’s computer 
facilities at a nominal cost.

Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night approved expense of $235,000 
for purchase of the long awaited 
Palm Avenue park site. Councilman 
Whit Cromwell, who had opposed 
the move throughout, cast the lone 
no vote. 

The city will in fact put up only 
half of the site’s purchase price, the 
remaining half being paid by the 
county.

*passed on second reading, 
thereby adopting, a city zoning 
ordinance amendment establishing 
PC (planned community) zoning 
for the yet-to-be-annexed Upper K 
Ranch to the east of town; 

*approved expenditure of $3000 
for resurfacing of tennis courts at 
Fairmont Knolls Park (originally 
the council had wished to provide

Sign Ordinance 
Hearing Jan. 14 


A large turnout of local merchants 
is expected at the Wednesday, 
January 14 meeting of the Planning 
Commission when revisions to the 
sign ordinance, proposed by a 
Chamber of Commerce _ study 
committee, will be reviewed.- 

The Chamber made a presenta- 
tion to the City Council in 
November. The matter was referred 
to the Planning Commission for 
public hearing. 

Many merchants feel that certain 
sections of the sign ordinance are too 
restrictive and do not allow them to 
properly identify or advertise their 
business. 

The Chamber study committee 
went through the ordinance, section 


by section, and made suggestions on 
over 20 sections which would be 
either more or less restrictive and 
more specific rather than general in 
nature. There were approximately 
3S sections on which no changes are 
suggested. 

The Chamber presentation 
included a copy of the ordinance 
with suggested revisions. This 
document was distributed and 
referred to during the dialogue on 
the subject. 

However, because its contents are 
not generally known, those sections 
in question, along with the 
Chamber’s recommendations for 
change, are published on Page 2 of 
this edition.

Suggested Cha 


The. paragraphs in regular type 
(light face) are the existing 
provisions of the Sign Ordinance. 
The paragraphs in the darker type 
(bold face) are the suggested 
revisions submitted by the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

No sign shall move, have visible 
moving parts, or simulate move- 
ment by means of fluttering, 
spinning or reflective devices. 

No sign shall move, have visible 
moving parts or simulate movement 
by means of fluttering, spinning or 
reflective devices, except in 
commercial zones. Revolving signs 
shall not revolve more than eight [8] 
R.P.M. 

Except in the CG zone, no 
identification sign shall be lighted 
except during the hours when the 
establishment identified is open for 
business. 

No identification sign shall be 
lighted past midnight except during 
the hours when the establishment 
identified is open for business. 

Canopy signs shall not project 
above the canopy and signs attached 
to a building shall not project above 
the eave line. 

Canopy signs shall not project 
above the canopy and canopy signs 
attached to a building shall not 
project above the eave line, except 
where the terrain restricts view from 
public thoroughfare; then, height of 
the sign to be the maximum required 
for identification of the business. 

No signs shall be painted on a 
building or structure. 

Signs painted on a building or 
structure will meet the specifica- 
tions for wall or canopy signs in 
Section 15. 

SPECIAL PURPOSE SIGNS 

Real Estate freestanding direc- 
tional signs may be used to direct 
traffic to ‘‘open houses’’ and at 
times ‘‘caravans’’ are conducted 
such signs to be a maximum of 3 sq. 
ft. and may be displayed only 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 
sundown. A maximum of 4 flags may 
be displayed on the property to 
indicate location and must be 
removed at sundown. 

Sale signs - For retail commercial 
uses in any zone where such uses are 
listed as a permitted or conditional 
use, one sale sign may be permitted 
while a sale of goods or services is 
being conducted. Such sign shall be 
displayed only in the show window 
of the building wherein the business 
is conducted and sha]I not exceed six 
square feet in area. 

Sale Signs - For retail commercial 
uses in any zone where such uses are 
listed as a permitted or conditional 
use, sale signs may be permitted 
while a sale of goods or services is 
being conducted. Such signs shall be 
displayed only in the shop windows 
of the building wherein the business 
is conducted and shall not exceed 
60% of the window area. 

Attraction Signs - For retail 
commercial uses in any zone where 
retail sales or rentals are listed as a 
permitted or conditional use, one 
single-faced attraction board not 
exceeding four square feet in area 
shall be permitted on the side of the 
building wherein is located the main 
entrance to the business. Such sign 
shall be used only for the purpose of 
indicating prices on products for sale 
or rent. 

Attraction Signs - For retail 
commercial uses and in zones where 
retail sales or rentals are listed as 
permitted or conditional use, one 
single-faced attraction sign not 
exceeding four square feet In area 
shall be permitted on no more than 
two sides of the building fronting on 
a street, parking lot or mail. Such 
sign shall be used only for the 
purpose of indicating products 
and/or prices for sale or rent. 
SIGNS IN R ZONES 

Residential Uses - Single family 
dwelling units - one unlighted name 
plate not exceeding one square foot 
in area indicating the name of the 
occupant. On a site with more than 
one dwelling unit, name plates shall 
not be combined. 


Residential Uses - Multi-family 
dwellings, apartment develop- 
ments, boarding or rooming houses, 
dormitories» -- one unlighted 
identification sign not exceeding 12 
square feet in area.

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ORDINANCES 

The City of Yorba Linda was 
incorporated as a ‘‘General Law’’ 
City, which means that it is subject 
to the Government Code regulations 
of the State of California. 

Certain areas of local control, 
however, are left to the discretion of 
municipalities. Local regulations/ 
laws are known as ‘‘Ordinances’’, 
and are adopted only by the City 
Council. 

During the City’s eight years of 
existence, 265 Ordinances have 
been adopted. These Ordinances 
have been grouped by subject into a 
book known as ‘‘The Code of the City 
of Yorba Linda’’, more commonly 
known as the ‘‘City Code’’. 

The various chapters of the City 
Code are amended from time to time 
by the adoption of new Ordinances. 
Copies of the City Code are available 
for citizen review at the City Hall or 
in the Reference Department of the 
Yorba Linda District Library. 

The Codes are supplemented 
annually by the insertion of new 
pages containing Ordinance 
changes. 

The State Government Code sets 
forth specific procedures whereby 
Ordinances ere adopted. Ordin- 
ances must have two ‘‘readings’’ 
prior to adoption, which means that 
the subject matter is voted upon by 
the City Council on two seperate 
occasions. 

Following the second ‘‘reading”’ 
of the Ordinance, the City Clerk’s 
office is required to publish the full 
text of the Ordinance in a newpaper 
published within the City. The 
Ordinance then becomes effecive 30 
days after the second reading. 

The purpose for the 30-day 
waiting period is to provide a 
‘‘referendum’’ period, which allows 
registered voters within the City to

legally demand an election on the 
Ordinance. Specific regulations are 
set forth in the Government Code 
regarding the processing of a 
referendum petition on an Ordin- 
ance. 

The original copies of City 
Ordinances are signed by the Mayor 
and witnessed by the City Clerk. 
Said copies indicate the members of 
the Council voting for or against the 
adoption of the Ordinance. 

The original copies are main- 
tained in bound books and kept in 
fireproof files in the City Clerk’s 
records. 

It is occasionally necessary for the 
City Council to adopt an ‘‘Urgency”’ 
Ordinance on a particular matter. 
Such Urgency Ordinances require 
only one reading and become 
effective immediately. The State 
Government Code sets forth those 
areas which can be covered by 
Urgency Ordinances. 

One subject area which is not 
included within the City Code 
relates to zoning. Rather than 
including these comprehensive 
regulations with the City Code, the 
Zoning Ordinance is maintained as a 
separate 100-page booklet which is 
updated periodically.

Condominiums Approved 


After nine months of 
deliberation and opposition 
from the city of Yorba 
Linda, a development of 
four acres of condc:niniums 
on the  Placentia-Yorba 
Linda border, has received 
approval from the Placentia 
City Council. 

The development, which 
will contain 32 units on the 
four acres, is located on the 
south side of Mariposa 
Street, east of Highland 
Avenue. 

The site has been the 
subject of repeated hear- 
ings and appeals and has 
been opposed by the city of 
Yorba Linda as unsuitable 
because of half acre homes 
in Yorba Linda which are in 
close proximity. 

Phillip Paxton, Planning 
Director of Yorba Linda, 
also expressed concern for 
traffic conditions on the 
streets surrounding the 
approved condominiums. 
The area, Paxton pointed 
out, is the heart of Yorba 


Linda’s horse country. 

The Placentia City Coun- 
cil voted approval after 
Councilman Robert Langer 
explained that the area 
under controversy was one 
which the city of Placentia 
had attempted to exchange 
to Yorba Linda in a general 
rounding off of boundaries. 

“If they had gone along 
with our suggestions, we 
wouldn’t be having this 
problem tonight,’’ Council- 
man Langer stated. ‘‘This 
proposal would all be in the 
city of Yorba Linda. Your 
city “council turned it 
down,’” he reminded Pax- 
ton. 

Concerning heavy traffic 
going north to shopping, 
Councilman Langer said 
that Placentia will have a 
large shopping center at the 
corner of Orangethorpe and 


Lakeview Avenue and 
another small one at 
Orchard. 


‘At this twelth hour, if 
we were to try to change this 


(condominiums), we would 
end up in a lawsuit which we 
would obviously lose and 
believe me in our city we 
have enough law suits. I 
don’t want to get involved 
with another one. I’d be in 
favor of granting this use 
permit,’’ Langer conclud- 
ed. 

Charles Hiller of Orange, 
architect of the develop- 
ment, represented the 
applicant Charles L. Her- 
mansen of Westminster. 
The original proposal on the 
application had been for a 
10 unit per acre plan, which 
was lessened to eight units 
when the Placentia Plann- 
ing Commission failed to 
approve it.
